THE GALLED JADE. 

We have long been of the opinion that the 
south is too. ready to adopt the attitude of the 
galled jade, and recent events have gone far 
to justify and strengthen it. This opinion, 
however, has not prevented THe ConsTITUTION 
from taking part in the general wincing.

Thus for twenty years the southern people 
and the southern press, to the great delight 
of thieir careless critics, have been upon the 
defensive. The jade being galled, so to

A TALK WITH COMMISSIONER HEN- 
DERSON ON THE SUBJECT. 


What He Thinks About The Work That Has Been 
D.me—The Ost and Wheat Orcps-—-What the 
Farmers are Do: ng—Oorn Enee High in 
Southwest Georgia—Jecrscy Cattie. 


Yesterday was a mellow spring day. The sun 
shine was warm, the sky was cloudless and the 
horizon was hazy. 

“I can almost smell the smoke of burning brush 
in the new grounds and the log heaps in the low 
grotnds,’’ remarked a CONsTITUTION man to Judge 
Henderson. commissioner of agriculture. 

‘and see theturning plow throw up the cool 
dirt and see the little swamp sparrows hop around 
in the furrow and pick up lunch here and there. 
Do you know that the odor of the burning brush 


and logs that = speak of is sweeter to me than the 
ffagrance of flowers. There isa charm about this 
openiig of the season’s work that makes the 
spring tne sweetest of all the seasons to me. [tmakes 
me wonder if the dogwood blossoms have come. You 


know that the fishing season comes 
with dvugwood blossoms. If you wilt go 
with me down to my p.ace some:ime we will goout

and catch some litue forked tailed cats.’ 
“Tellme something about what the farmers are 
doinug?’’ asked the reporter. 
‘I can say this,’ was the reply, ‘‘My opinion is 
that the reporters who reporied in December over 
estimated the amount of fail sown Oats, and wheat 
also. I am of the opinivn that they simply cousult- 
ed with their neighbors and have reported what 
ineir neighbo:s intended to plaut and not 
what they bad actually planted. 1 fiud that tke 
spring sowing of oats had been comparatively 
h- avy, But I think thatthecrop is bound to be a 
litle short because during the entire 
mouth of January it was very 
wetand nu planting wuatever coula be done on 
buitom land especially. But we may have a very 
fairamouutof oats, counting the spring sowlug, 
which will be added W the oats aiready suWu.’ 
‘‘What about the othercrops?”’ 
‘ine iurmers have been exceedingly busy in 
breaking up their lands and prepariug for corn 
audcottun. It would be impossible to determine 


vrcottun. lam of the opinion, however, that the 
people will relapse \o some extent into their oid 
habits of overplanting.in cotton. I am afraid that 
what they lack in these small grains, they will at- 
iempt lo make upincottou. Lregret this exceed 
iugiy, but 1 have to eutertain an vpinion of that 
sort. I would be glad to see the people devote 
more attention to graiu aud pro- 
visions generally. There is nothing more pleasure- 
atle to me thau to see oats duwn tu Delow fifty 
Cents a bushel and curn at exceedingly low 1a es. 
Both these graius have been down during the past 
season, Onis sold during the 4aii at less than Iifty 
vents. Peuple thiuk thatis beluw the Cust of pro- 
duction, whereas it is the best evideuce of the pros- 
perity of the farmers. I don’t kuow of a.ythiug 
tnat 1udicates « higher degree of prosperity than tu 
tind provisions Cheap. ‘Lue news Cowes tv me hat 
more attention than heretofore is being paid to hog 
raising. lum ot the opiuion that we aie lot only

“What sort of work are the farmers now engaged 
upon?”’ 

ihey are preparing for the crops of the year. 
Through this section those who are energetic, aud 
work tu the best advantage, are repairiug fences, 
cleaning out ditches, breaking up their lands aud 
repairing tools, in suort, getting ready for plantiug. 
(hey ought to have their corn lands prepared by 
thistime. in lower Georgia corn was half a leg 
high, aud from thatto a knee high a week ago. 
Corn was up in the region of Pulaski more than teu 
daysago. Thereiva very strong dispusition through- 
out the whole country to diversify farming iu some 
respects, particularly in the way ‘oi truck farmiug. 
{heard one genticman as far north as Bartow 
county, speak of pla:.ting fifty acres of watermel- 
ons. He wasiu this office a few days ago to get 
directions about the distances to be observed in 
planting the hills and the kind of fertilizers to use 
aud the quality.

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THE GEORGIA SCHOOLS, 


The Hepeort of the State Scheo!l Commissioner which 
was Issued \ esterday. 


The report of Dr. Orr, state school commissioner, 
was issued from the press yesterday, and covers: the 
operations of the public schools of the state for the 
years 1581 and 1882. ‘ihe report was made tothe 


legislature at itslast session, aud bas been a long 
time in the bands of the p inter, but there are some 
items contsined in it that have not yet lost their 
interest. The growth’of the schools has been steady, 
ne following figures show the enrollments for the 
respective yeas: 15 1. white pupils 42.914, colored 
6.664, total 49576; 1873, white 63 922, colored 19,- 
755, total 83.677; 1874, white 9:+.167, colored 42.- 
374; total. 135 541; 1875, white 105.990, colored 50.- 
385 total 155.3876; 1876, white 121,418, colored 67,987, 
total 179,405; 1877, white -128.296, colored 62.330, 
total 90,626; 1878, whi-e 137 217, colored 72,655, total 
209 S72: 1879, white 147,12, colored 79,435, total 226 
627; 1830, white 150,134,colored386,399, total 2,3 6.533; 
issl, white 153,156, colored 91,041, total 144,197 
The figures for last yearare net given. There is 
certainly, however, acontinued increase, but the 
figures were notin when the report was made. The 
commissioner urges the general assembly to foster 
the public schooisand build t em up as mueh as 
possible by increased appropriations, On the sub- 
ject of national aid Dr. Orr says: 

“I the early part of this year I received an invi- 
tation to be present at a meeting of a body of edu- 
cators in the city of Washington, one of the leading 
ubjeets of which was the consideration of the 
question of national aid to education. The meet- 
ing was com posed largely of stateand city school 
superintendents; aud twenty-three states and three 
territories were found to be represented. On the 
question of national aid, a large committee was 
appointed The sense of the committee, as soon as 
organization was effected, was tested upou the fol- 
lowing as prepositions which ought to be embodied 
in any law upon this subject passed by congress 

1. Whatever aid may be furnishea by congress 
for this purpose ought tocome directly from the 
treasury; thatit ought to be as much, at least, as 
$15 000,000 per annum, and that the appropriation 
ought tu be continued for ten years. 

2. That the fund eught to be applied exclusively 
to the support of common sebools, and to the sus- 
taining of teachers’ iustitutes and normal schools 

3. That the fund ought to be distributed amon 
the states on the basis of illiteracy, and appliec 
siinply fn supplement of state appropriations and 
under state laws, 

The committee voted as a unit on all these propo- 
sitions; and their report was sustained by like 
unanimity when submitted to the meeting. 

The report contains some valuable statistics and 
withal is an interesting public document, despite 
the fact that it is somewhat belated.
